Up to 1897,the reapportionment was 
uniformly postponed until, the 'first ses- 
sion of the congress succeeding • the 
enumeration, but after *he llth census 
a change was made and the apportion- 
ment bills for the lltk:and 12th census

arid lands and the multiplicity of other 
demands that are made on congress 


. for appropriations and supported as a 
rule by a majority, regardless of po- 
litical division. 


"The minority party in congress al- 


ways indulges in talk about economy, 
but they vote for the largest appro- 
priations. ., There are now In the va- 
rious committees in the house of rep- 
resentatives bills introduced by demo- 
.crnts alone whle:i would call for appro- 
priations 
amounting to nearly J5007- 


000.000 more than was appropriated. 


"The tariff contest today Is Just what 


ft has been for fifty years—a contest 
between protection and froo trade. We 
have now In command of the demo- 
crats in the house of representatives 
P. man who has never attempted 
to 


dodge or explain away th-5 democratic 
position. 
The Honorable Champ Clark 


announced himself a 'free trader' from 
the 'sole of m>' feet to the crown of 
my head.' as he expressed It when he 
came to congress and ho has been con- 
sistent to that declaration throughout 
ills public eervlcft.

Lincoln, In fact it. is in harmony with 
the very flrst revenue legislation of the 
first congress under the administration 
of Washington. 
That policy is to pro- 


tect the American producer from the 
unequal competition . of 
the 
foreign 


product in order that tve may keep our 
labor on a higher plane than is the 
labor of Europe, Asia and the islands 
of the sea. 


"The credit of a nation can be ex- 


hausted as is that of an 
Individual. 
While 
talking 
about 
conservation 


would it not be well to see that our 
credit is conserved. We must pay as 
we go. 


"Many talk of economy hut they are 
general, not specific, in 
their

merits. We have got beyond the spec- 
ulative stage of this question. It Is 
now intensely practical or will be af- 
ter the first of November if a congress 
is elected commissioned to go back to 
the reactionary policy of 1891 with the 
business .conditions of today. 


"I am not a Jeremiah for I have faith 


in the good sense of the people even 
when advised by those who are ped- 
dling novelties in governmental poli- 
cies, to keep abreast of this age of 
publicity. 


"My notion about progress is that it 


should be a movement 
forward, not 


simply a loud noise about the neces- 
sity for the movement nor an extrava- 
gant promise to accelerate the move- 
nent if given control of the machine. I 
lave seen men who promised to get 
ixty miles out of an engine that had 
)een making only thirty miles an hour 
f they could only get hold of the lever 
ind I have seen some of them in their 
gnorance reverse the engine, sending 
t and the whole train backward. 


"I have met the man who claimed he 


could extract gold from sea water; but

In 1825 we lean] of the flrst flre de- 


partment of Lowell. There 'verti 3 flre 
engines, two owned by private corpora- 
tions and the other stored at Middlesex 
Village. They were of simple construc- 
tion, the water being supplied to them 
not by suction but by buckets in the 
hands of the people who gathered at 
tho flre. These engines were doubtless 
used at the fire at Kurd's mills 1n 1826, 
the most destructive fire of the early 
flays. 


From the incorporation of the town 


of Lowell in'1826; to the time of the or- 
ganization of the fire department In 
1830, 
ten or twelve citizens were an- 


nually appointed as flre wardens who. 
in case of fire, carried an official staff 
and were clothed with high authority 
over other citizens. Disobedience to 
their commands was punishable by a 
fine 'of $10. The town also had an or- 
ganization called the Lowell United 
Flre society, each member of which was 
required to keep a leathern flre bucket 
which, upon an alarm of flre, he must 
seise and rush to the scene. 


In 1829 an engine, and hose were pur- 


chased for the sum of $822 and an en- 
gine house erected upon the site of the 
present Colonial building. 


The legislative act creating the Low- 


ell flre department was passed Feb. 6, 
1830. 


Up to 1832 in case of fire the city's 


engine was not manned by an organized 
company but by such of thn citizens as 
were present and were willing. 


In 1832 a regular company was form- 


ed with Charles Gregg as captain, and 
to 1836 the department was in charge of 
eight engineers. 


In 1836 Lowell became a city and tho 


department was under the supervision 
of a chief engineer. 


In 183S the department possessed 10 


engines, ono hook and 
ladder, 
eight

delay because it gave to the firemen no 
Idea of tho location of the flre.

ficient to injure or even inconvenience 
a man under ordinary conditions. Nev- 
ertheless, since some unforeseen and 
unknown factor might 
exist at any 


time, it is advisable not to play on live 
wires if it can be avoided.

THE 
WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION 
ACT 


The candidates for the general court this year should 
realize 
that 


perhaps one of the most important subjects to come before them will be the 
question of enacting a Workmen's Compensation Act. 


This is not industrial insurance, although it is n species of protection 


that is equally necessary when a man is stricken down Ivy accident, per- 
haps iu the prime of life while engaged in his daily pursuit. 
Under such 


circumstances -it is necessary that he should' be provided 
for 
in 
some 


equitable manner whether the accident is or is not due to the negligence 
of liis employer or somebody else. At present a man in such a case has 
to. enter long and expensive litigation and fight an unequal battle with his 
employer, perhaps a large corporation. H is needless to say that in such a 
case -the injured workman seldom gets what he is entitled to. To protect 
•all employes under such circumstances a Workmen's Compensation Act is 
proposed for Massachusetts. 


It is. based on the lines of similar acts in European countries where it 


seems .that the workings of this act have 
proved 
satisfactory 
to all 


concerned. 


The commission appointed by the governor last year to consider the 


advisability of enacting a Workmen's Compensation Act will give a public, 
hearing on this question in October when all who arc interested should 
submit their views whether favorable or otherwise to this measure. 


. 
The tendency everywhere seems to be to abandon the old laws bnsed 


upon the negligence of the employer and to substitute therefor either an 
insurance scheme of a contributory character or else compensation nets, 
the expense of which is borne entirely by the employer. The principle of 
the. latter is to provide adequate relief for the injured employe nml his 
family regardless of how the accident happened or who was to blame.
